Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


In presenting my Annual Report for 1964, I have pleasure in stating that the 
health of our Rural area was very good. 


There was no major epidemic. During the year sixty four cases of measles 
were notified. Most of the infected children lived in the Belton area. Two 
notifications of Whooping Cough were received - the same number as in 1963. 


A mild epidemic of dysentery occurred in Kegworth in June and was very 
quickly under control with the excellent co-operation of the Medical Practitioners 
and the Headmaster of the school. 


In 1963 one hundred and two children were immunised against diphtheria and 


| seventy booster injections were given. As you will recall I considered that this 


was unsatisfactory. However, in 1964, one hundred and thirty six children were 


| immunised and one hundred and thirty three received boosters. This was certainly an 
| improvement on the previous years figures and better than the ten year. average. 


The corrected death rate for our Area was 12.01 per thousand of the 


| population. In 1963 it was 10.06, and for England and Wales it was 11.3. The 


County Rural rate was 9.8. The live birth rate was 18.02 per thovsand of the 


_ population compared with 16.88 in 1963 and with 18.83 for the County and 18.4 for 


England and Wales. These calculations are based on the Registrar General's 
estimation of a population of 10,130. 


The Surveyor and Public Health Inspector's Report is associated with mine 
and I thank him and all members of my Public Health Staff for their ready help and 


co-operation during the year.

The make-up of the water supplied to Belton and Long Whatton is 
a mixture of "Blackbrook Filtered Water’ (including a proportion of River Dove 
Water) and River Derwent Filtered Water. 


During the year 1964 two chemical examinations and twelve bacteriological 
examinations were made of each source in supply and all were satisfactory.

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WATER CUPPLIES 


There were no serious shortages of water in the mains supply during 
the year, although at peak periods we had reports of reduced pressures in 
certain areas, particularly at Castle Donington and Kegworth. The complaints 
were more numerous from the Sideley and the Bridge Fields area at Kegworth, 
but it is anticipated that the scheme for reinforcements of these old mains 
already approved by the Ministry, will be put in handearly in the new year, 


There were interruptions to individual supplies to properties in the 
Parish of Charley, where work in connection with the Motorway was in progress. 
Arrangements had to be made with the Contractors to supplement the supply by 
carting at regular intervals. 


At Castle Donington a 4" Main was laid in to private development off 
Park Lane, and there was a further extension at Windmill Fields. The extension 
of the development and the Langley Drive area at Kegworth was provided by the 
laying in of 370 yards of new Att Main. A new 9! Main was laid in on Ashby 
Road, with a connection at Bleak House corner to provide a supply to the Airport 


STREET LIGHTING 
Class WA 


A scheme for the lighting to Class "A" standard of the A.453 where it 
passes through the village of Breedon-On-The-Hill, was prepared and approved 
by the Council and it is hoped that the scheme will be implemented in the 
near future. 


Class "Bl". 


The Council after consultation with the Parish Councils concerned 
prepared schemes for the conversion and improvement of lighting in ail 
Parishes in the Rural District, to provide street lighting to Class "B" 
standard.

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AND SEWAGE DISPOSAL 


In spite of fairly recent extensions at Castle Donington and Kegworth 
Sewage disposal works it would seem that development in both Parishes has 
tended to outstrip the capacity of the disposal works, particularly with 
regard to the removal and disposal of sludge. 


Consequently the Council's Consultant Engineers have been instructed 
to prepare proposals to deal with the increased flows into the works. 


In the part of the village of Tonge, Hast of the railway, sewers were 
laid and a new pumping station constructed with a final outfall to the 
existing sewage disposal works. Properties on the line of the new sewers, 
which had previously depended on conservation methods were connected to the 
new system. 


A similar scheme to deal with properties in Mill Lane, Belton, is in 
the course of construction. 


At Long Whatton, temporary land irrigation was employed to prepare for 
the reception of effluent from the new Castle Donington Airport, pending 
extension of the sewage disposal works. 


REFUSE COLLECTION ‘ND DISPOSAL 


The collection of household refuse continued to be maintained 
efficiently with very little increase in staff, despite the addition of a 
further 246 houses, and various other premises to the district. 


Disposal is achieved by controlled tipping, but with the increasing 
difficulty experienced in obtaining suitable tipping areas, the Council 
decided to install a municipal incineration plant in order to reduce the 
bulk of refuse. It is hoped that the incinerator will be put into 
commission during the coming year. 
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CARAVAN SITES AND 
CONTROL OF DEVELOPMENT ACT, 1960. 


By reason of the numerous civil engineering activities in the area, 
a considerable number of caravans were sited on temporary sites in the 
district. 


This is a problem which to a large extent appears unavoidable and it 


is fully expected that on completion of contracts the transient caravan 
dwellers will vacate the sites. 


RODENT CONTROL 


Systematic surveys were made and treatments carried out at various 
premises. Two sewer treatments were completed.

HOUSING 


There was a considerable increase in the number of new houses erected. 
During the year there were 104 houses erected by the Rural District Council 
and 142 by private enterprise. 


The inspection of sub-standard properties continued and with the 
clearance of the old cottages on the Biggin, the sixteen old age persons 
bungalows with warden's accommodation were completed on the clearance area 
Site in the Biggin. 


At Kegworth with the clearance of the land on the clearance site at 


Pleasant Place, work was put in hand for the erection of eight one bedroomed 
flats.
